In DY1Q2 (October 2019 — December 2019), the state continues to focus on two implementation areas: 1)
1115 demonstration administration and 2) new Medicaid covered services. As the SUD demonstration
represents Nebraska’s first 1115 waiver implementation, the state has been putting in to place the
structure, policies, and procedures necessary to ensure effective implementation and ongoing
administration of the demonstration.
